EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
1. Best U.S. Reference: Markowitz, US 5,513,254 teaches the processing of facsimile 
transmissions in a communications network. The telephone network carrying a facsimile transmission 
transmitted by a user from a facsimile transmission source modifies the user's facsimile transmission by 
incorporating with the user's facsimile information at least one advertisement , so as to form a combination 
facsimile transmission that is transmitted to a destination specified by the user. The recipient of the 
facsimile may be presented with a hard copy printout and/or the facsimile may be presented on a display, 
such as a computer screen. The advertisement incorporated with each sheet of the facsimile may be the 
same, or one or more of the sheets may have different advertisements. The particular advertisements 
incorporated with the user's facsimile information are independent of the content of the user's facsimile 
information. The advertisement may be placed into any available "white space" in which it will fit on the 
sheet of the facsimile information or may be placed in available white space only in the margin areas of 
the sheet, or the image of the sheet may be shrunk slightly and the advertisement placed in the resulting 
white space. In exchange for agreeing to the inclusion of the advertisement the user and/or the person 
receiving the facsimile are granted a discount on the cost of the connection . 

No prior art cited here or in any previous Office Action fully anticipates nor renders independent system 
Claim 418 obvious either alone or in combination. Claim 418 teaches receiving a print sheet size and the 
information to be printed out from the user, the system determines a layout which will accommodate the 
information to be printed out, determines an available advertisement area , selects the advertisement data 
which will fit in the available advertisement area , computes the number of times the advertisement data 
will be printed out, a unit price for the advertisement data, adjusts the size of the advertisement data, 
generates the print data and advertisement data layout and adds a bar code indicating a print fee for 
printing of the output information which indicates a print fee reduction for inclusion of the advertisement 
data in the in printed out data. 

Therefore, the combination of limitations, clearly presented in the system claim of this application is novel, 
unobvious, and allowable.
